tn Opposition to Proposed Plans. 


Washington—It 
is expected 
that 


within a short time, complete plans 
will have been made for starting tie 
first irrigation 
project 
under the 


national irrigation act, passed by 
Congress more than a year ago. This 
project will be established iu the Salt 
River Valley, Ariz., where property 
owners have agreed to put their lauds 
into a sort of pool and assess them- 
selves tor the payment of the neces- 
sary expenses under the act, if tho 
government will establish irrigation 
works at the head of that valley. 


The property owners there have be- 


tween themselves organized the Salt 
River Valley Water Users' Associa- 
tion, and according to private tele- 
grams received from Arizona, they 
had secured owners of 135,00(3 acres of 
land in 100 acre plots, to go into their 
agreement. 


These property owners, 


have been increased, (he police force 
nnd tire deunrtment enlarged and (lie 
cost of maintaining them mnde grenfer, 
and new men added in several depart- 
ments. 
The cnre of (lie streets 1ms 


grown more expensive and will bo still 
further increased next year. Sprink- 
ling alone will cost nearly three times 
what has been paid for it heretofore, 
and sweeping and other care of the 
street costs more,. The schools will 
demand more money—everywhere there 
is an increase, for the very simple 
reason that the city is growing. 


Councilmeu thiuk that they may 


find a way through the exercise ot 
rigid economy, of saving a deficit, 
and that will be the effort when the 
appropriations are 
made.-—L.

iu Washington soon to oppose the 
government plans for irrigating the 
Tands of the Water Users' Association 
already referred to.

the ^United Stales geological survey, 
left on the Santa PC overland for 
Phoenix, Ariz., where he will per- 
sonally inspect the site for the great 
Tonto irrigation 
dam and 
ditch, 


which is to supply water for 150,000 
acres of desert laud. Thla district is 
all crossed sectioned and Mr. Davis' 
visit is preparatory to advertising for 
bids for the construction of the ditch, 
aud for the 250 foot dam that is to 
conserve the waters of the Salt river 
and Tonto basius. This Is only one of 
the big irrigation acts for which con- 
gress at its last session appropriated 
812,000,000. 
The 
Tonto dam 
and 


ditch when completed will cost 82,- 
800,000 and it is only one of five big 
ditches that hare been planned for 
the west and tho southwest. 


Mr. Davis while here also completed 


arrangements for the construction of 
the Truckee ditch. This ditch la to 
bo thirty miles in length, extending 
from tho Truckee river, at a point 
four miles above Wadsworth, to the 
Carson 
river. 
When completed it 


will furnish irrigation facilities for 
about 140,000 acres of government laud. 


The act of congress under which 


these big irrigation ditches are con- 
structed provides that iu each case au 
irrigation district must be set aside 
aud that the property holders must 
bind themselves to repay the govern- 
ment for its outlay within ten years. 
This means that iu case the ditch was 
to cost S3,000,000 and the district 
comprised 150.000 "acres, each property 
holder would have to bind himself to
